Director McKelvey. of the Depart- 
ment of Public Safety. has taken un- 
der consideration an application for 
a permit to build temporary frame 
sheds on the block bounded by 
Washington boulevard, Lucas ave- 


nue, Jefferson avenue and Beaumont 
street, to house 225 horses to be _— 
in the Coliseum, Nov. 29 to Deo. 
2 inclusive. 

Unless the ‘permit is granted, the 
promoters of the show say, the 
show, which is planned to be the 
largest ever held here, cannot take 
place. Director McKelvey said to- 
day that he was not certain as to 
his right to issue the permit under 
the city ordinances, which forbid 
frame construction in this district, 


The horses cannot be housed in 
the Coliseum, it was stated, and there 
is no building in the vicinity where 
they can be sheltered. The four pro- 
posed temporary sheds would be 75 
by 75 feet each, and three would be 
on the alley. while one would be on 
% vacant lot with street frontage. 

McKelvey said he had received a 
number of letters urging that the 
temporary permit be granted. One 
of the writers'’was August A. Busch, 
whose horses have been prize win- 
ners in the horse shows of past sea- 
sons.

pulses. These impulses become 
istronger after the husband, now un- 
fit for his work or for her love, 
makes a despairing confession to 
her, and wrecks his plaster model.

,and had come to this country in 1849 
‘with his parents, who loontee in

| Paid From the Outeet. 

| The Silver Moon Restaurant, -at 
' Seventh and Pime streets, was opened 
by Moser in 1876, after he had 
‘worked for a time in the Lindell Ho- 
tel. The restaurant paid from the 
outset. It was never the resort of 
|fashion, but it built up a solid S| 
|paying trade in the business conT- 
munity. The restaurant was moved 
Ww 1883 to thé Moser Hotel, which 
Moser ‘opened on the north side 56 
Pine street, east of Ninth. 

The Moser Hotel was a ected 
resort of visiting merchants from 
‘the St. Louis trade territory, and*its 
restaurant, which continued to béar 
the name of the Silver Moon, dafa@ a 
large business at ail seasons. Mo- 
ser’s waffles and syrup were faméus, 
and many of his customers, who c0n- 
sidered the waffles the best in the 
city. came to regard Moser as the 
originator of this dish, or as having 
introduced it here. 7.7 

Moser retired froin business in 
1906, and the hotel prdperty later 
was transferred, by a 99-year lease; 
to the Arcade Building Co., and te 
land now forms the southern part ¢@f 
the Arcade Building site. 

Owned Downtown 

Moser aczwired the Silk Exchange 
Building. dt Twelfth boulevard and 
Washington avenue, and is said to 
have paid $500,000 for this building. 
Another Jarge downtown holding was 
the property at the southeast corner 
of Twelfth and Chestnut streets, west 
of a part of the old city hall site. He 
owned his Lindell boulevard honte 
and other valuable realty. 

While his own educational oppor- 
tunities had been very limited, Moser 
was interested in education, and was 
the donor of medals for which stu- 
dents in St. Louis University con- 
tested. 

His death, from hardening of the 
arteries, followed 10 months’ {lI ness: 
Two sons, Leo Moser Jr. and Joseph 
E. Moser, and a daughter, Elizabeth, 
live fin St. Louis. A daughter by an 
earlier marriage is a member of a 
Catholic sisterhood in California. The 
second Mrs. Moser, who survives her 


husband, was formerly er in 


his employ. At the funeral veral 
friends and business associates, head- 
ed by Paul Bakewell, were pallbear- 
ers.
